Nazis  in  Sensational  50-Mile 
Retreat  in  Poland  as  150,000 
Men  Trapped  in  the  Ukraine 

London.  Feb.  3 (AP).— premier  Marshal  Stalin  annouDced  tonight  that 
ten  German  divisions — probably  between  120,000  and  150,000  men — have 
been  trapped  by  an  overwhelming  twin  Red  Army  offensive  in  the  Ukraine, 
while  Berlin  announced  the  evacuation  of  the  strongholds  of  Rowne  (Rovno) 
and  Lutsk  (Luck)  in  a sensational  50-mile  Axis  retreat  deep  inside  prewar 
Poland. 

* Capping  these  stagger- 
ing German  reverses  along 
a 1,000-mile  front  was  a 
late  Associated  Press  Mos- 
cow dispatch  saying  that 
the  Soviet  Leningrad 
army  had  smashed  across 
the  Estonian  frontier  to 
take  four  villages  inside 
Estonia. 

A midnight  Moacow  bulletin 
said  nearly  10.000  Germans  al- 
ready had  been  killed  in  trying 
to  break  out  ol  the  huge 
Ukraine  trap.

Keeping  secret  from  the  home  front  (he  iden- 
tity of  the  latest  Canadian  formation  in  Italy 
and  (he  name  of  its  commander  seems  like 
leaning  backwards  unnecessarily. 

Newspapers  all  over  Canada  have  ehalcd 
at  the  anomalies  of  military  censorship  ever 
since  the  war  began.  I hey  arc  in  lull  accord 
Vvith  the  principle  of  censorship,  and  have 
many  limes  gone  out  of  their  way  to  see  it 
was  strictly  observed  and  its  limits  respected. 
Often,  however,  it  has  seemed  that  these 
limits  are  stretched  inordinately.  News- 
papers are  not  unversed  in  public  relations 
and  how  they  should  be  maintained,  and 
thev  know  that  .stimulus  and  interest  in  the 
general  war  effbri  is  best  maintained  by  idl- 
ing at  home  the  utmost  that  may  be  said 
with  safety  to  those  in  the  field.
